This long and witty rhymed history of English literature will not, though it ought to be, 
prescribed as a ‘‘ set book ’’ for school and university examinations. So lightly does it take 
the reputations of the great. Its gay portrayal of our literary progress, from Beowulf to Shaw, 
displays a blend of learning and levity which recalls the earlier Belloc.
